Dear Sir:- Your letter of recent 
date, addressed to the Attorney 
General, was duly received and 
in reply to same l»eg to advise 
you as follows: 

When the school law of 1910 
was passed, it did not say any- 
thing about who should i>ay off 
the old debts owing by the com- 
mon school districts, and this 
department, in an opinion to .the 
Su|>erintendentof Public Insruct- 
ion, ruled that these old debts 
should be |>aid by the County 
Board of Education out of the 
county school tax which the act 
authorized to be levied and col- 
lected. The Court of Appeals, 
however, in the recent case of 
I/>gan County Fiscal Court vs. 
County Board of Education of 
I»gan county, held to the con- 
trary, and under the construction 
us the court has placed it now 
the old districts will have to pay 
off this indebtedness, notwith- 
standing the fact the County 
Board of Education takes the 
fee simple title to all the school 
property. I do not think the 
schoolhouse could under any cir- 
cumstances now be sold to pay 
these old debts. The only way 
the old debt could be paid would 
be by levying a tax on the old 
district, under the provisions of 
the old law. I do not know just 
how this should In* done. There 
are only two ways by which it 
can be done- one by the appoint- 
ment of three trustees under the 
old law. as suggested in your let- 
ter. and the old trustees and 
making the levy and collection. 
While this seems to work a hard- 
ship u|»on the districts, it is un- 
mistakeahly the only remedy 
that is now left.

Calls tor Brand Nationalism. 

I do not ask for over- cent ruRns tion. 
hut I do ask that wa work In a spirit of 
bmad and far-reaching Nationalism when 
wa work for what concerns our people as 
a whole. We are all Americas* Our 
common interests are as broad aa tha 
continent. I speak to you hare la Kan- 
sas exactly aa I would speak la New 
York or (leorghk, tor the moat vital proto 
lem* are those whloh affect us all allkm 
The National government belongs te th# 
whole American people, and where the 
whole American people are Interacted, 
that Interest oan ha guarded effectively 
only by the Nattonai g ov ernment The 
betterment which we seek must ba eto 
mm pushed. I bettors mainly through the 
National government 

The Americas people are right to ffto 
mending that new Nationalism without 
whloh we cannot hope to deal with new 
problems. Tha new Nations hen I puts the 
National need before sertlotmi or pew 
•one I advantage. It Is Impatient of tha 
■tier rorvfusten that results from l o cal 
legislature# attempting to treat National 
taeuea as local Issues It to still more law 
patient of the Impotence whloh springe 
from the over dtvtaton of government 
pew sea the Impotence which makes It 
possible tor local selfishness or for legal 
running, hired by wealthy spw l al liter- 
set*. u> bring National act! rifles to a

built" It seems to ms that In these 
words Lincoln took substantially ths atti- 
tude that we ought to take; hs showed 
the proper senae of proportion In his rela- 
tive estimates of capital and labor, of 
human rights and property rights Above 
■II. In this speech, as in many others, he 
taught a lesson tn wise kindliness and 
charity, an Indispensable lesson to us of 
today. But thla wise kindliness and char- 
ity never weakened hto arm or numbed 
his heart. We cannot afford weakly to 
blind ourselves to ths aolual conflict 
which fares us today The Issue Is Join- 
ed. and we must fight or fall 

Equality of Opportunity. 

In every wise struggle for human bet- 
terment one of tbs main objects, and 
often the only object, has been to achieve 
In larger measure equality of opportunity. 
In th* struggle for this great end. na- 
tions rise from barbarism to civilisation, 
and through It peoples press forward from 
ons stage of enlightenment to the next 
Oaa of tha chief factors In progress Is 
tha destruction of spt-clal privilege. Ths 
eeeeoce of any struggle for healthy Ub- 
iety has always been and must always 
be to take from some one man or class 
of men ths right to snjoy power or 
wealth, or position, or Immunity, which 
has not been earned by service to hla 
or their fellows. 

At many stages tn tha advene# of hu- 
manity this conflict between the mm Whs 
possess more than they have rw — lijri 
the men who have earned mod UM Off 
possess Is th# oentral condition of prog- 
cv#» In our day It appears aa the strug* 
gle of free men to gain and hold tha 
eight of self-government as against tha 
special Interests, who twist the methods 
of free government Into machinery for 
defeating th* popular will. At every 
stage aad under all circumstances tha 
•assnee of the struggle la to squalls* op- 
portunity. destroy privilege, sod give to 
the life aad . Itlsenshlp of every Individ- 
ual tha highest possible value both ta 
himself and to tha commonwealth 

Practical equality of opportunity tor all 
dtlsena. whan wa achieve U. will have 
two great re* u Its First, every man will 
have a fair chance ta make at himself all 
I hat In him Usa. to reach tha highest point 
to which his sapartti**, unassisted by 
•pedal privilege of Ms own and unham- 
pered by the special privileges of others, 
can carry him. aad to get tor himself 
and his family substantially what hs has 
earned. Second, equality of opportunity 
means that tha commonwealth will get 
from every cltisen the highest service of 
which he la capable No man who car- 
ries the burden of tha special privileges 
of another can give to th* commonwealth 
that service to which It la fairly en- 
titled. 

I stand tor the square deal But when 
I say that I am tor the square deal I 
mean not merely that 1 stand for fair 
play under tho present rules of th* ipm, 
but that I stand for having those rules 
changed ao aa to work for a more sub- 
stantial equality of opportunity, and of 
reward tor equally good service. 

Tills means that our gove r nments. Na- 
tional and State, must be freed from tha 
sinister Influence or control of special 
Interests Kxartly aa the sperlai Interests 
of cotton and slavery threatened our po- 
litical Integrity before th* Civil war. aa 
now the great spacl.v! business Interests 
too often control and corrupt ths men and 
methods of government tor their own 
proflt. We must drive the special Intar- 
esta out of politics. That Is one of our 
tasks today Every special Interest la 
entitled to Justice— full, fair, and com- 
plete but not one Is entitled to a rote In 
congress, a voice on th* bench, or to rep- 
resentation In any puhtlc office. The Con- 
stitution guarantees protection to proper- 
ty. and ws must make that promise good 
But tt does not give ths right of suffrage 
to any corporation. 

Property Should Ba the Servant. 

The true friend of property, the true 
conservative. Is hs who Insists that prop- 
erty shall he ths servant and not the 
master of ths commonwealth, who Insists 
that ths creature of man's making shall 
be the sen- ant and not the master of the 
man who made It. The cltlsco of ths 
I'nltsd Stats# must effectively control ths 
mighty commercial force# which they 
have themaelM# called Into being 

There can be no effective control of 
corporations while their political activity 
remains To put an end to It will be 
neither a short nor an easy task, but It 
can be dona 

TY* must have complete and effective 
publicity of corporate affairs, so that th* 
people may know beyond perod venture 
whether the corporation# obey th* law 
and whether their management entitles 
them to ths conAdencs of the public. It 
Is necessary that laws should be passed 
to prohibit the use of corporate funds 
directly or Indirectly for political pur- 
poses. It Is still more necessary that 
such laws should be thoroughly enfnroed. 
Corporate expenditures tor political pur- 
poses. and especially such expenditures 
by public service corporations, have sup- 
plied ons of ths principal sources of cor- 
ruption tn cur political affairs. 

It has become entirely clear .that we 
must have government supervision of tha 
capitalisation not only of public ssrvlcs 
corporations Including particularly rail- 
ways, but of all corporations doing am 
Inter state business. I do not wish to 
sec the Nation forced Into ownership of 
tha railways If tt can poaalbly be avoided, 
and the only alternative Is thoroughgoing 
and effective regulation, which shall U

After dinner all gathered In the new 
park, where there wag a parade by 
the soldiery, the Grand Army 
Woman’s Relief corps and civic so- 
cieties and another band concert 
Then, after a vocal solo by Mias Elis- 
abeth Ubla and an Invocation, tha 
president of the board of trustees. 
Cora M. Deputy, formally presented 
the park to the state on behalf of tha 
Woman s Relief corps of Kansas, 
which bought the ground. Governor 
Stubbs responded gracefully for tha 
state, and then the chairman, J. B. 
Remington. Introduced the distin- 
guished orator of the day, former 
President Roosevelt.

that come after us The natural resource# 
must he used for the benefit of ah our 
people and not monopolised for ths hens 
That Is one of ths ftind*- 



Oratlon by Colonal Roosevelt 

Col. Rooaavelt stood silent and smil- 
ing until the storm of applauss had 
died down, and then spoke as follows: 

Thera hav* bean two great ertoaa la 
sur country's history; first when It was 
formed, end then again when It was per- 
petuated. The formative period Included 
not merely the Revolutionary war. but 
tha creation and adoption of th# Conetl- 
aad*r It. Then cams sixty years during 
which w* spread across tha continent— 
years of vital growth, but of growth with- 
out rather than growth within. Thou 
oame th# time of atres* and strain which 
culminated In ths Civil war, the period 
of terrible struggln upon the Issue of 
which depended ths Justification of all 
that we had dona earlier, and which 
marked ths second great period of growth 
and development within. The name of 
John Brown will be forever associated 
with this second period of ths Nation's 
history; and Kansas was ths theater 
ap#n which ths first act of the second of 
•ur great National Ilf* dramas was play- 
ad. It was the reault of the struggle In 
Kansas which determined that our coun- 
try should hs In deed a* as well as In 
name devoted to both union and freedom, 
that the great experiment of democratic 
government on a National scale should 
■ueoeed and not fall It was ■ heroic 
Struggle, and, aa Is Inevitable with all 
such struggles. It had also a dark and 
larrlble sM* Very much was done of 
good, and much also of evil; and. as was 
ln#vttsbls In sueh a period of revolution, 
often th* same man did both good and 
evil. For our great good fortune as a 
Nation, ws, the people of ths United 
States as a whols, can now afford to for- 
get ths evil, or at least to remember It 
without bitterness, and to fix our eye# 
with pride on the good fhat was accom- 
plished. Even In ordinary times there 
are very few of as who do not see th# 
problems of life as through s gloss, 
darkly ; and when the glas* Is clouded by 
th* murk of furious popular passion, ths 
vision of the best And the bravest to 
dimmed. looking back, ws are all of us 
no- nhl# to do Justice to the valor and 
the disinterestedness and the lovs of the 
right os to each It was given to see the 
right, shown both by the men of the north 
and the men of th* south In that contest 
which was finally decided by the attitude 
of the west. We can admire the heroic 
valor, the sincerity, the self-devotion 
shown alike by ths men who wore th* 
blue and the men who wore the gray; 
and our sadness that such men should 
have had to fight one anolher Is tamp- 
ered by the glad knowledge that ever 
hereafter their descendants shall be found 
lighting side by side, struggling tn peace 
os wail as In war for the uplift of thalr 
common country, all alike resolute to 
rats* to the highest pitch of honor and 
usefulness the Nation to which they all 
belong. As for the veterans of ths Oread 
Army of tha Republic, they deserve honor 
and recognition such ■* I* paid to no 
other cities ns of the Republic; for to 
them the Republic owes Its ali, for to 
thorn It owes Its verv existence. 

Application of the Lesson. 

I do not speak of this struggle of ths 
past merely from th* historic standpoint. 
Our Interest Is primarily In ths applica- 
tion today of th* lessons taught by ths 
o#atsst of half a century ago. It I* ef 
little use for us to pay lip loyally to ths 
mighty men of the past unless ws etn- 
oasaly endeavor to apply to ths problams 
of the present precisely th* qualltto* 
whloh In other crises enabled th* men of 
that day to meet those crises. It to half 
■mlanrhnlr and half amusing to see tbs 
way tn whloh well-meaning people gather 
to do honor to tha men who. In company 
wtth John Brown, and under ths lead of 
Abraham Lincoln, fared and solved the 
great problems of ths nineteenth cen- 
tury. while at tha same time these same 
good people nervously shrink from nr 
frantically denounce those who or# try- 
la* to meet the problems of the twentieth 
In the spirit which was accountable for 
ths successful solution of ths problems of 
Lincoln's time. 

Of that generation of men. to whom we 
•we ao much, th* man ts whom ws owe 
th# moat to, of course, Lincoln. Port of 
our debt to him Is because hs forecast 
our present struggle and saw ths way out.
